The big fight of the congress 


was won by the administration in the 
election ot Mrs. Matthew T. Scott of 
Illinois to be president-general. 


The second office in point of honor, 


that of vice president-general, 
in 


charge of organizations, went to the 
anti-administration followers by the 
election of Mrs. Miranda B. Tulloch 
of. this city. 


With a majority over Mrs. William' 


C. Story of New York of only eight 
votes out of 873 ballots cast, Mrs. 
Scott'a victory goes down on the rec- 
ords of the society as one of the clos-. 
est in the history of the organization. 
Scarcely Lad the first wave of dis- 
appointment at the narrow defeat of 
Mrs. Story swept over her followers, 
before action was being taken to re- 
new the 
fight 
two years 
hence, 


when Mrs. Scott's term of office will 
expire. 


So close an election stirred the con- 


gress beyond the experience of years. 
It was characterized by a. bitterness 
that prevented the adoption of a mo- 
tion of Mrs. Story to make the elec- 
tion of her rival unanimous. 


Mrs. Elroy Avery, chairman of the 


committee 
of 
tellers, 
announced 


that 873 ballots had been cast at the 
election, but only 864 votes were re- 
corded for president-general. "The 
number necessary lor an election is 
433," announced Mrs. Avery impres- 
sively. 
"Mrs. Matthew T. Scott of 


Illinois received 436." 


The Scott followers did not remain 


to hear how many votes Mrs. Story 
had received. Applause became com- 
monplace in the pandemonium that 
followed. 
Gray-haired women waved 


whatever they could seize and some of 
the Daughters shouted. 


Scarcely had Mrs. Avery announced 


that Mrs. Story had received 428 votes 
before the New York candidate had 
found her way to the platform. In a 
few words she thanked those who had 
voted for her and asked that justice 
and support be given to Mrs. Scott. 
She then moved that the election be 
made unanimous. Cries of "No, No" 
greete'd her. 


After several gifts to retiring offi- 


cers had been presented, Mrs. Scott 
arrived In the hall. 
Her reception 


was almost as hearty as that which 
had greeted the announcement of her 
election. 
She responded briefly to 


her introduction as the next president- 
general . 


Half an hour later another dramatic 


feature of the session occurred. Mrs. 
Story, as state vegent for New York, 
was called upon to make her report. 
As she faced the assembly her follow- 
ers vied with one another in impress- 
ing on the meeting that Mrs. Story 
had barely fallen short of the presi- 
dent-generalship.

But 
on Friday, as officer after officer tes- 
tified regarding his actions on the day 
of his arrest, the finding of portions 
of his wife's body in the furnace al 
their home In Somerville, and as thle 
government attorneys backed up this 
evidence by exhibiting small shreds of 
hair, 
the 
demeanor 
of the man 


changed. He became nervous, twist- 
ed about in his seat, covered his face 
with his hands and cast furtive glances 
at the half a dozen alienists' seats a 
few feet away, who were watching 
his every movement and expression. 


When the top of a skull was pro- 


duced and one of the medical exam- 
iners pointed out certain indentations, 
triangular in form, which the gov- 
ernment claimed were made with a 
fiatiron, Jordan nearly collapsed.

Wants to Know If Steps Have Been 


Taken to Check 
Atrocities 
Being 


Perpetrated Against Armenians In- 


habiting Turkish Provinces—Two of 


Our Most Powerful Cruisers Leave 


For Scene of Trouble 


Washington, April 24.—Realizing 


the impotency of the Turkish and the 
Persian governments to adequately 
safeguard American lives and property 
in the present disturbed conditions In 
those countries, the state department 
has intimated that it will welcome any 
assistance in this direction from the 
governments of Great'Britain and Rus- 
sia. 


Diplomatic representations 
having 


this object in view have already been 
made to the foreign offices at London 
and St. Petersburg, whose ships and 
soldiers are at or near the scene of the 
masascres and ready for active opera- 
tions. 


At the same time efforts are being 


made to learn whether the European 
powers, on whom rests responsibility 
for an application of- reforms under- 
taken by Turkey in the provinces in- 
habited by Armenians, according to 
the Berlin treaty of 1878, have taken 
steps to check the horrors now being 
perpetrated against those people. 


Inquiries also have been directed 


to London with a. view of learning 
whether the warships dispatched by 
the British government to the vicinity 
of the trouble in Asia Minor will af- 
ford adequate protection to all for- 
eigners and intimating that the Unit- 
ed 
States 
hopes 
that 
everything 


feasible will be done to safeguard hu- 
man life. 


Russia has been told that the Unit- 


ed States will have to rely upon her 
for the humanitairan work of saving 
our citizens in Persia if their lives 
are in jeopardy. 
The latter state- 


ment is based on the newspaper re- 
ports that a. military expedition from 
that country is about to be sent to the 
relief of Tabriz. 


President Taft 1s deeply 
stirred 


over the reports of atrocities 
which 


have reached him regarding the Ar- 
menians, and is anxious-that no stone 
be left 
unturned 
to 
afford 
reliel 


wherever possible. 


It is realized that American diplo- 


matic officers in Constantinople and in 
Teheran have made the demands ol 
this country that our citizens receive 
the fullest protection possible, but a( 
the same time the officials here know 
the difficulty in the present disor- 
ganized conditions of having these de- 
mands fully complied with. For tbesi 
reasons this government has practi- 
cally invited the co-operation of othei 
Christian nations of Europe in pro- 
tecting life and property.

Constantinople army corps,

Bin SU'fario Friday morning and re- 
ported to Mahmoud Schefket Pasha, 
in command of the Constitutionalist 
troops, that a considerable body of 
the garrison was still faithful to the 
sultan and refused to take the oath 
to uphold the constitution; that this 
fact and the sentiments of the popu- 
lace itself would, in certain circum- 
stances, render bloodshed extremely 
probable. 


Nazim Pasha's report, 
with the 


fears spread by the fanaticism in the 
provinces, appears to have' decided 
Schefkot Pasha to take the prudent 
course of retaining ihc sviltan on the 
throne to avoid civil war and in the 
meantime to strengthen his army. 


On the other hand, the army of oc- 


cupation Is clearly advancing upon the 
capital and a significant dispatch from 
Contantinople says: 


"The advance upon Pera and the 


coast appears to have been begun.

some observers have thought that 
they could detect the formation ol 
minute globules immediately pre- 
ceding the appearance ot crystal 
forms. 


But the new bioscopic pictures ot 


forming and growing crystals show 
only crystalline shapes from the be- 
ginning. 
They also reveal the fact 


that the growth in diameter in the 
first second of a crystal's existence 
is vastly more rapid than during the 
subsequent period, and it is thought 
that this swill growth at the start is 
the cause of a lack of 
definition 


which deceives the eye, but not the 
photographic film.

Considerable experience Is needed 


to know Just when to put the beeta 
In silo. Beets that are siloed when 


. v/et In most cases undergo fermenta- 
tion. On the other hand, if exposed 
too long to the,sun, the roots shrink 
and there is a sacrifice of weight. 
In 


no case should the beets be allowed 
to remain unharvestcd until 
the 


ground freezes. 
Frost bitten beets 


will not keep, therefore all beets 
must be free from frost and they 
should in order to avoid danger be 
covered the same day they are har- 
vested. There are different methoda 
of siloing beets, the one most com- 
monly practiced being that of placing 
beets in long piles on the surface of 
the ground. Never select a wet spot 
nor one where the water Is likely to 
settle. Twenty rows should be pulled 
and thrown together, topped and 
piled In two-ton heaps. Over these 
piles throw a slight covering ol dirt, 
Increasing this as the season grows 
colder and leaving the tops of the 
piles covered only with leaves or bur- 
lap for ventilation purposes. When 
tho season gets late it Is advisable to 
pull a lot of beets in the afternoon, 
and Instead of putting them In win- 
drows pile them carefully in round 
piles, roots in and gradually drawing 
in at the ton of the pile. In this way 
the tops protect the roots from frost 
during the night, and then these 
beets are handy for hauling to the 
dump the next day.

DOCKING_THE HORSE 


A IW1VER OP HIGH STKPPEUS 


TEL¥,S HOW IT IS DONE. 


Declares That the Operation is Not 


Painful—Fashion the Chief Hen- 
sou for the Practice—The Heal 
Objections to Long Tails. 
Fashion is not the only reason to 


actuate the buyers in having their 
horses docked, but it is the princi- 
pal one. A few say that the shorten- 
ing of the tall makes for cleanliness, 
as the tall does not become draggled 
with mud and dust when docked, 
and another set maintains that It is 
really a comfor'. to a horse to remove 
the heavy and useless mass of hair, 
so the arguments that the switching 
of the long tj.il keeps away mos- 
quitoes and flies has no value In this 
argument; but a decided objection 
may be voiced against the nuisance 
switching tails would be to a horse 
or pair in heavy harness. 
"Essen- 


tially docking is not a painful opera- 
tion." continued this driving man. 
"Shears are no longer used, and if 
the horse is a fretful, nervous one, it 
is firsi chloroformed. But I have 
never seen this done; nor has it been 
necessary. 


"We do not feed the horse on the 


morning of the operation, and when 
It is brought into the operating stall 
the horse at once begins to munch 
eagerly on the oats in the manger.

As soon as the iron is taken 
off the horse will resume its munch- 
ing of oats, and it feeds without a 
check, excepting while the cauteriz- 
ing iron is applied, throughout, tin- 
entire operation."
